st C . the Tactics 
Players Must Cut Out the 4 
which make for Dull Games 
and Bored Spectators. 


(By Andy Wilson, Middlesbor- 
ough's Famous Centre-Forward, ) 


As one of the footballers. with 
a fondness for listening to and 
yeading what other people say 
about the game, I suppose that 
every match is not 50 full of thrills 

as some onlookers would like. 

I think some matehes are dull 
pecause goals are apt to be rathe 
gearce. There is a thrill about a 
game in which goals are being 
geored, and I know a number of 
people who seldom seem to appre- 
ciate a contest which ends with 
' the score-sheet blank. 

In my opinion these enthusiasts 
are wrong. Writing as a player, I 
say that some of the most thrill- 
ing matches in which IT have ever 
taken part have ended in goalless 
draws. : 

Surely the first idea regarding 
a goalless draw is that the teame 
were equally matched—that it 
was “pull devil, pull baker’’ al! 
the time—and equality is, in the- 
ory, at any rate, the very essence 
of a contest. 

Attack the Best Defence. 

Still, I can sympathise wit! 
people who believe that goalless 

draws are dull games. 


Some of 
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them must be, from the onlookers 
standpoint, and jt is in this con 
nection that 1 want to point to 4 
modern tendency which makes for 
dullness. This modern tendency 
is Lowards destructive rather than 
constructive football 

There used to be a good foot 
bal! slogan, oft repeated, to the 
effect that attack was the best 
kind of defence. Personally, 1 
believe modern football would be 
improved if that motto were hung 
up in every dressing-room, and 
if the players of every big cluk 
could be induced to act up te 
it. 

It is just as true to-day as evel 
it was, thal attack is the best de- 
fence, but we seem to be in danger 
of forgetting. And dull football 
will surely result if concentration 
on defence becomes the master 
idea in tactics, 

This idea, that some football is 
dull because of the necessity for 
attacking is overlooked, is a de 
licate one for me. In touching 
upon it IT run certain risks; the 
suggestion may be made, for in- 
stance, that I am making exeuses 
for myself. But the risk has to 
be run, so here goes! 

Do you know what is my chie: 
impression of centre half{-backs in 
First League foothall to-day? It 
is a set of fellows who rather 
“faney themselves’ as policemen 
They stick to me closer than a 
brother from start to finish of a 
match, and so long as they keep 
me from having a pol-shot at goa! 
or really leading the forward line 
they seem to be absolutely happy 

IT suppose a player who is con. 
sidered worthy of undivided at 
tention ought to feel flattered 
Perhaps I do, in a way, but right 
down at bottom I know that the 
centre half, who does nothing but 
shadow the opposing centre-for 
ward is making for dull football 
The play of the centre-half, as ] 
like to think of it, consists in the 
fellow occupying that position 
continually setting his forwards tn 
motion; pushing the ball down thr 
middle to his centre-forward, o1 
along to the left or right wing, 


Why Not Hall-forwards? 


That the centre-forward mus! 
defend at times is aceapted by ev 
erybody. But that doesn't mean 
he should do nothing else but de- 
fend. Here is an idea which just 
occurs to me. How would it be if 
we altered the name of half-hacke 
and called them half-forwards in: 
stead? They should certainly be 
just as much, Some of them don’t 
seem to appreciate the facet, 
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Think what happens when the 
half-backs are almost entirely de- 
structive. ‘The forwards, who in 
the ordinary way would look to 
the half-baecks for the ball, have 
to fetch and carry for themselves 
and having to do this throws the 
forward line out of gear, because 
the forward who goes back for 
the ball is out of position, 

There is nothing in football, in 
my Opinion, so pretty to watch ar 
a forward movement in which ey- 
ery member of the attack takes 
part, and if that movement is fin- 
ished with a quick shot to the 
net, then the happiness 1 \ the 
spectators should be completé>But 
matches in which half-backs for- 
get the attacking duties are al- 
el certain to be more or les; 
ull, 


THE ART OF REFEREEING. 
(Continued) 


5. Position of Referees at a 
corner Kick. 

Some referees take up a stand 
on the inside post of the goal; 
this in my opinion is wrong, 

First, he is standing in the 
‘sight’? of the goalkeeper, 

Second, if he gives the goal- 
keeper room to see the ball kiek- 
ed, he (the referee) is not in a 
straight line to judge whether 
ball goes “out in the air, 

The referee's position should be 
near the far post; then he has all 
the players in front of him, and 
he is in not in anybody's way. 

5. Position of Referees at a2 
penalty kiek. 

The referse’s position is near 
the goal post square with the goal 
line, and not on the 18 yard line. 

I have asked many referees why 
they stand on the 18 yards line, 
and the answer is, to note any 
player that advances over the line 
before the panalty kick is taken, 

When they ‘are asked the ques- 
tion: which is the greatest mis- 
take, making an error of judg- 
ment, e.g., a ball being over the 
line and returned into play by the 
goalkeeper, or an infringement by 
a player coming over the 18 yard 
line before the kick is taken, they 
will admit that the greatest error 
would be in not giving a goal 
when the ball was over the goal 
line, Referees should stand near 
the goal line when a penalty kick 
is taken.

KEEP THE GAME GOING. 


Then some matches are dull be- 
cause the players are never al- 
lowed to get warm. This is some- 
times the fault of the players 
themselves, and sometimes of the 
referees. The too-prompt and the 
too-insistent wielder ol the whistle 
is apt to make for dull toothall, 
not only by reason of the stop- 
pages he canses, but beeause fel- 
lows are put off. You probably 
know just what I mean if you 
have played at all, When you get 
right down to it the minute the 
game starts and keep at it with 
as few interruptions as possible, 
you feel just right, and give your 
best. The phrase I used above is 
perhaps the best of all—you ‘get 
warm.” 

Players, as well as referees, are 
often to blame _ for preventing 
teams as a whole from getting 
warm. There are full-backs who 
seem to think that the stands 
were made to kick the ball over, 
and whose ideas of defence ap- 
pear to consist in slipping the ball 
out of play on the slightest ex- 
cuse, and sometimes without ex- 
cuse at all. 

I know very well that in foot- 
ball the necessity for victory and 
the rights of the spectators often 
appear to clash. But it seems to 
me that we fellows in the game 
should do our best, as far as pos- 
sible, to reduce the number of 
dull matches to a minimum, And 
the more completely we cut out 
the time-wasting the brighter the 
contests.—S.R.
